Tus Goldtinder started up the river again 
on Wednesday evening. Owing to the Weak- 
ness of the driving chain, which turns the 
paddles, itis unsiie to put on much steam, 
and consequently the ship makes slow pro- 
gress against the current. She will start 
work onthe bars about the Big Island. 

Mr. K. Mavcponaup has sold his claim at 
the eastern end of town vo Mr. W. S. Robert- 
son for $25,000, half evsh and the balance 
when the deed is given, Mr. Macdonald re- 
serving five acres for himself. This property 
takes jn the flat on which the Edmonton hiilis 
are situated and a claim six chains wide on 
the upper level. The fiat has the river on two 
sides. The northern boundary of the claim 
is not defined yet a3 other parties are settled 
on the rear end ow the nerth side of the Rat 
Creek. Mr Macdonald has been in oscupa- 
tion for eleven years. 

AT an informal meeting on Tuesday even- 
ing at which the pig question was considered, 
it was proposed to pass a by-law in regard to 
pigs and enforce it the same av if the town 
were incorporated. The idea was not consid- 
ered feasible however, ard vas dropped for 
the time being, but unless the pigs are shut 
up the law of self-preseryation will compel 
people to shoot them As was stated at the 
meeting, unless a fence is built completely 
water tight, the pigs will get chrough, and of 
course ruin all the garden that may oe made. 
Either the owners of the pigs must keep them 
at home or the people of the town must do 
without gardens. 

J. Watters haa agreed to put a ferry on the 
river opposite the Edmonton Mills as soon as 
he returns fromthe Athabasca, which will be 
inaboutamonth. The scow is to be similar 
to the one at the Fort, as also the wire cable. 
ife will send for tne cable at once and have it 
brought up by boat. In consideration of this 
he is Lo receive a bonus of $150 from the resi- 


cents of the eastern part of the town. It 


will be a great convenience to all parties living 
on the east side of the Mill Creck, including 
the people at Ft. Sasxatchewan and ail trav- 
ellers from the east, us all those going to 
the Fort ferry have either to face the steep 
banks of the Mill Creek near the river, or eise 
go about three miles out of the way to cross 
it where it has low banks, and have to cross a 
branch of it besides. Besides this better and 
dryer grades can be made on the hilis at each 
side than at the Fort.

THE CEMETERY. 


The meeting last Tuesday evening in the 
school house to consider the cemetery ques- 
tion was rather poorly attended, only about a 
dozen being present. 

Rey. Dr. Newton was appointed chairman. 
He spoke in favor of a site between the Her- 
mitage and Geo. Rath’s place, which was now 
vacant and for which there was no doubt the 


sovernment would give the grant. The piece | 


was large enough to allow room for the dead 
of the whole settlement for fifty years. Being 
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on the river it was very convenient for settlers | 
round from Edmonton to Ft. saskatche- | 
wan and from the Beaver Hills to Sturyeon | 


diver. Bishop Grandin had spoken to him 
yu the subject and wished to take part in the 
inovement. He (the chairman) thought there 
hould be a trustee appointed for every church 
that wished to take part, and an equal quan- 
uty of land ailotted to each besides a quantity 
set apartfor other churches not represented 
here nuw. The church to which he belonged, 
tnd also the Roman Catholic church, wished 
to bury in consécrated ground, therefore each 
would require to have a piece set apart for 
themselves. He wished to unite with Mr. 
Kaird in this matter, and hoped that all would 
vork in harmony and forget their differences 
for the general good. 

Rev. Mr. Baird expressed cordiality and 
though’ it was better to put aside all sectional 
differences. He had made enquiries as to a 
suitable location and found that there was a 
piece of vacant land near Mr. D. >. McKay's 
place, that was quite eligible. It was on the 
river bank and had a fine view of the Fortand 
Vilage, as Well as of the scenery up Che river. 
The soil was light and the piece contained 
over fifty acres. If secessary the ravines 
could be utilized. It was only about two and 
4 half miles from town. It was necessary to 
have it near so chat it could be easily visited, 
and that the expense and trouSle of attend- 
ing funerals would not be tco great. The 
place mentioned by Dr. Newton was seven 
miles miles off which was too far; it shouid 
be within an easy walk. He was agaiast mul- 
tiplving cemeteries but the distriet was too 
large to be supplied by only one. We should 
take care that we ourselves are suited and 
he would oppose going over three miles. He 
thought the management should be purely 
public. Theonly chance for peace would be 
in making the affair of public utility. See- 
tional differences should be kept in the back- 
ground. 

Mr. McCauley had thought over the ques- 
tion and made enquiries. Favored Dr. New- 
ton’s scheme. Did not know before of Mr 
Baird’s plan. It was better for Edmonton 
at large, but Dr. Newton’s was better for the 
settlement. 

After some further discussion the meeting 
decided by a vote of eight to three that Rev. 
Dr. Newton, Rev. Mr. Baird, Rev. Bishop 
Grandin and Mr. R. Hardisty be a committee 

: to apply to the government for a grant of the 
| piece of land adjoining the claims ef Messrs. 
| Groat, McKay and Reid to be used as a ceme- 
| tery for the town of Edmonton. 
It was afterwards decided that the same 
| gentlemen should constitute a board of trust- 
| ees with full power to manage the property 
after the grant was received. An amendment 
| that a joint stock company should have the 
| management instead of the board of trustees 
was voted down by a majority of six to five.

How these last two appear in a paper that 
claims to be for the sole purpose of promoting 
emigration to Canada is a mystery. Perhaps 
the editor thinks that C has annexed 
part of the United Staces, or perhaps the 
agents of these two speculations have annexed 
hun. If the latter is the case it is creditable 
to their sharpness but not to his honesty of 
purpose.

An elaborately got up C. P. Railway map 
of the North-West was received here by Mr. 
Jas McDonald last mail, It is got up by the 
American Pank Note Company and is not 
dated but it may be presumed that it is of 
the very latest issue. It shows the route of 
the main line from Ft. William to the old Bow 
fect at the foot of the Kocky mountains giv- 
ing the names of the stations as far as Bran- 
don, the final location of the line as far as 
Moose Jaw Bone creek and the proposed route 
to the Old Bow fort. From Brandon the line 
follews the Assinniboine forabout forty miles 
to Flat Creex at the turn of the river—to 
which point the river comes from the north. 
There the line turns slightly north until 
it comes to apoint about fitteen miles south 
of Qu’ Appelle—the spot where the famous 
city of Troy was located. From Troy it turns 
slightly south to the jonection of Thunder 
creek and Moose Jaw Bone creek which form 
the southern fork of the Qu’Appelle. From
